Destroyer’s Crew Uses Knives, 
Pistols, Shotguns on U-Boat

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(AP)-—Bat- 
tling with shotguns, pistols, empty shell 
cases and even knives at ranges down to 10 
feet. the men of the destroyer Borie fought 
a Nazi U-boat crew to the death while their 
ship pounded the submarine to pieces. 

Then, her aged plates overstrained_ in 
contributing more than one ship's share to a 
brilliant new chapter of American naval 
history, the Borie limped away in a heavy 
storm to carry her crew to safety before 
she quit the fight. Beyond salvage, she 
was sunk by American planes. 

The Borie already had depth-charged 
one U-boat to the bottom before her last 
night, in a campaign that won for her task 
force a presidential unit citation for having 
destroyed “more submarines than any team 
in naval history.” 


Riding the Sub, Borie’s Crew 
Gave It Everything They Had 

The skipper of the Borie, 30-year-old 
Lieutenant Charles H. Hutchins, Terre 
Haute, Ind., told today of what became at 
times almost a hand-to-hand fight some- 
where in the Atlantic after his ship, try- 
ing to ram, rode up and over the submer- 
sible. 

“We held him there and started shoot- 
ing with everything we had,” said Hutchins, 
“Some men fired shotguns, the executive 
office grabbed a tommy-gun and started 
shooting from the bridge, others used pis- 
tols boy even took a signal pistol and 
fired at the sub 

“The range was so short one gun couldn't 
be brought to bear on the submarine. So 
the gun captain started throwing empty 
shell cases and he knocked one man off the 
deck of the sub. Another fellow threw his 
knife. He said later he’d never been able 
to stick a knife in the floor before, but this 
time he hit a man on the sub and knocked 
him overboard. .

Submerging, Nazi Tried 
Hard To Ram the Borie 


“One other gun crew couldn’t fire be- 
cause their shield was in the way. They 
cut a hole in the shield and fired right 
through it.” 

The action with “the biggest sub I’ve 
ever seen,’ Hutchins said, lasted about 10 
minutes before the U-boat broke loose and 
attempted to flee. 

“He went into a tight turn and we 
couldn t turn close enough to bring our guns 
on him.” Hutchins continued. “We at- 


been damaged pretty badly when we ran 
over him. He turned the tables and tried 
to ram us, but we fired a salvo of depth 
charges and stopped him about six feet 
from our side.” 

Hutchins then told of continued fire 
at the submarine—one crewman. operated 
a big gun alone, getting the ammunition, 
loading the gun, then firing; another gun 
captain, when mechanism failed, pulled 
the latch by hand to fire his gun repeat- 
edly despite a recoil that battered his arm 
“until it was as big as his leg.” 

Then the sub “sank right in front of us 
and exploded,” Hutchins said. 


None of that appeared in the brief 
communique on the sinking, issued today, 
which only recounted that the Borie, built 
in 1920, depth-charged one submarine to 
the bottom and, when another appeared, 


rammed it. 


Loss Announced With That 
Of Two Other Destroyers 


Loss of the Borie was announced along 
with that of two other destroyers, the Hen- 
ley and the Chevalier, both sunk in the 
South Pacific. 

The Navy announced that the report 
on those two vessels brought up to date 
the list of fighting ships lost in the war 
against the Japanese, giving the direct lie 
to fantastic Nipponese claims of destruc- 
tion wrought among U. S. naval forces in 
recent weeks. 

The Henley, a 1,500-tonner skippered by 
Commander Carlton R. Adams, of Wil- 
mington, N. C., was announced only as 
having been sunk in the South Pacific in 
October. 

The Chevalier, a bigger ship, was dam- 
aged in the night battle off Vella le Vella 
October 6, and collided with another vessel 
of her force, breaking in two. She was 
commanded by Lieutenant Commander 
George R. Wilson, Long Beach, Cal. 

The Borie, under Lieutenant ‘Charles H. 
Hutchins, of Terre Haute, Ind., was part of 
the submarine-fighting force which in- 
cluded the baby aircraft carrier Card and 
the destroyers Goff and Barry. Their score 
was not given in detail in the unit cita- 
tion, but previously the Navy had an- 
nounced that a force including an uniden-

The Army aritisubmarine com- 


mand was put into operation in

Smash Factory 


ALLIED ~ HEADQUARTERS, 
ALGIERS, Nov. 10.—(#)—Method- 
ically destroying what’ little re- 
mains of northern Italy’s war in- 
dustries, heavy Liberators and 
Flying Fortresses of the new 15th 
United States Army Air Force 
made precision attacks yesterday 


on a ball and roller bearing fac- 
tory at Villar Perosa, 25. miles 
west of Turin, and on the Ansaldo 
Steelworks, docks and railroad 
yards at the big port of Genoa. 

Liberators protected by twin- 
tailed Lightning fighters struck at 
the Villar Perosa plant, which is 
believed to have been the last one 
in Italy producing bearings, an ab- 
solute essential for the Nazi mili- 
tary machine, Fortresses made 
the assault on Genoa, which was 
described as successful despite bad 
weather, 

Not a bomber was lost in the 
two destructive daylight raids, 
though the Germans sent up 15 of 
their crack Focke-Wulf-190 fight- 
ers to protect the Villar Perosa 
works, near the Swiss border. One 
was shot down by Lieutenant 
Richard J. Lee, of St. Louis, Mo., 
a Lightning pilot, and was seen 
to crash in the mountains. 

No assessment was made of 
damage either to the bearing 
works or at Genoa, but a Fortress 
pilot said the attack on Genoa was 
carried out with accuracy and dis- 
patch and “I think we covered 
the steel factory” with bombs. 

It was officially announced that 
the 15th Air -Force’s Fortnesses 
and Liberators destroyed 56 en- 
emy fighters during their inaugu- 
ral attack on the Messerschmitt 
plane factory at Wiener Neustadt 
November 2, a record for planes 
from this theater.

plants and vital materials. 

The War Production Board 
chairman told a senate military 
subcommittee that prime consid- 
eration would be given to civilian 
needs for transportation equip- 
ment, farm machinery and tools, 
washing machines, refrigerators 
and other household essentials. 


In order to meet war and ci- 
vilian needs, he declared, it is es- 
sential that production of copper, 
lead, steel, zinc and other metals 
be “kept going at peak.” 

Nelson praised plans of the sub- 
committee, headed by Senator 
Murray, Democrat, Montana, to 
draft legislation to expedite settle- 
ments with war. contractors who 
have finished their tasks. 

“This is not merely a postwar 
problem,” he emphasized. “More 
contracts have been called to date 
than were cancelled after the last 
war.” 

While plants or materials re- 
leased by one military agency 
have been transferred largely to 
other military agencies, Nelson 
said, the time is approaching 
when “more and more can be re- 
leased for essential civilian pro- 
duction.” 

Bernard M. Baruch, he said, had 
already started meetings with pro- 
curement officials looking to a so- 
lution of the problem of reconver- 
sion of plants to civilian produc- 
tion. 

“The government has a strong 
moral responsibility” for protect- 
ing subcontractors against loss, 
Nelson added in recommending es- 
tablishment of a central agency to 
adjust differences between prime 
and subcontractors.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(AP)—Congress voted ailing 
Manuel L. Quezon into the presidency of the Philippines for 
the war’s duration today, four days before his term would 


have expired under the Philippine constitution. 


The bill 


immediately was sent to the White House. 


The resolution, 
zon to retain the presidency until 
civil government is returned to 
the islands, passed the house 181 
to 107 only after four hours of de- 
bate in which opposition speakers 
attacked it as “a hypocritical pre- 
tenbe at democracy.” 

It passed the senate yesterday 
with practically no opposition. 
Without the congressional action 
Quezon’s term would have expired 
Monday and he would have been 
succeeded by Sergio Osmena, the 
Philippine vice president. Both 
men are in the Philippine govern- 
ment-in-exile here. 

House Republicans led the fight 
against the administration-backed 
resolution, declaring it suspended 
the Philippine constitution and 
disregarded the results of the 1941 
election in the islands.

But it appears still stern, hard 
months away. Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill predicts the 
climax in Europe in 1944, after 
bloody invasion, after battles more 
terrible than Waterloo and Gettys- 
burg. 

Continuing conflict in the Orient 
is likely—perhaps for long—after 
armistice comes again to all of 
Europe. 

Casualties again total millions— 
estimated at 25,000,000 thus far 
—but more exact figures will not 
be available until after the war. 
The figure includes some civilians 
killed, but does not include mil- 
lions wounded, made homeless or 
starving and ill. 


This conflict dwarfs the first in 
scope, in cost in blood, men, and 
wealth. World War I was confined 
mainly to one continent, Europe, 
splashing over upon Africa and 
Asia. This has flamed in titanic 
struggles across those three conti- 
nents and all the seas, mobilized 
far greater numbers of soldiers— 
10,000,000 for America compared 
with 4,000,000 before—harnessed 
an awful proportion of the world’s 
resources into battle. 


Today the big four Allied pow- 
ers are the United States, Britain, 
Russia and China, with troops 
from the British commonwealth, 
400,000 Fighting Frenchmen, 
Poles, Czechs, Dutch, Belgians, 
Norwegians and others in active 
combat. There are 33 nations in 
the United Nations pact. 

Opposing are Germany, Japan, 
and their satellites, including 
Hungary, Rumania, unhappy Fin- 
land, Bulgaria and smaller con- 
tingents such as Croats, Slovenes. 
Thailanders and Burmese. 

Major differences today are 
China holding the enemy in East 
Asia, and Russia winning the 
greatest victories in land warfare 
in Europe, in Churchill’s words 
wrecking the Nazi military ma- 
chine in blows “that may well 
prove mortal.” 

Knocked out are France, by 
Germany on June 22, 1940, and 
Italy, by the Allies on September 
8, 1943. 

Italy, a victor in 1918, is van- 
quished. France awaits liberation. 
Japan, strengthened by World 
War I, faces death of her empire.

Allocation Is Set at $1,996,629 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—(4)— 
The War Food Administration 
(WFA) announced today the al- 
location to states and territories 
of $30,000,000 authorized by con- 
gress for tenant purchase loans 
this ficcal year. 

Administered by the Farm Se- 
curity Administration (FSA) un- 
der the Bankhead-Jones farm ten- 
ant act, the funds are allotted on 
the basis of farm population and 
the prevalence of tenancy. The 
loans, repayable over a 40-year 
period at 3 per cent interest, are 


made to worthy farm tenants, 
share croppers and farm laborers 
for the purchase of family-type 
farms. WFA said that approxi- 
mately 5,300 families could be as- 


sisted in purchasing farms with 
this year’s appropriation, 

The largest allocation, $2,565,- 
670, went to Texas with Mississip- 
pi being allocated $2,257,494. The 
smallest, $4,310, went to Rhode 


Island.

MY DAY 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


WASHINGTON, Tuesday.—Today in the 
East room of the White House we witnessed a 
very memorable occasion. The representatives 
of 44 nations sat around a long table with the 
President of the United States. Behind them 
were their flags, brilliantly lit by the lights of 
the crystal chandeliers and the photographers’ 
and newsreels’ lamps. PEE OOIE: 

I watched each man go up to represent his nantes id Monet 
how interesting it was that, before the end of the war, we have the 
Vision this time to realize that there is much work to do and prep- 
aration by the peoples of the United Nations is necessary. 

Some of us had slipped into the East room to look at the pageant 
of colors before any delegates arrived. One of the White House 
guards remarked, “This is wonderful. I only hope that we will 
stay together this time after the war and not repeat what we did 
before.” 

I think the mere fact that this meeting is being held, is a promise 
that we shall not repeat our past mistakes. It also shows clearly 
that the governments of the nations know that this must be a joint 
undertaking. There, in that room, 80 per cent of the population of 
the world was represented, but I could not help thinking that the 
people who are really going to make the United Nations relief and 
rehabilitation agreement a success or a failure will soon have to be 
brought into the picture. 

Every nation which has not suffered to the point of destitution 
during the war, must set itself to work now to save to lay up huge 
stocks of food, clothing and machinery for the future. This means 
that innumerable people will have to conserve food, materials and 
machinery. It will have to be done by people as individauls in 
every nation, but particularly by those nations where bombs have 
never fallen. 

Almost always it is women who are the members of the family 
who have to start to make these savings possible. They have to 
remind their men of the extra care that has to be taken of this 
and that. 

In this country we have been very careful of our machinery. 
The life of many a machine could be lengthened on the farm, in 
the home and in the factory. The time has come for us to think 
a bit. because this saving cannot begin when the war ends. 

It must begin immediately, because the results of the savings 
must be in the hands of UNRRA as each area is liberated by our 
united military effort. This is really a call and challenge to the 
women in the fortunate countries, from their unfortunate sisters 
who have suffered uch in the past few years. In this country 
we can only answe! ourselves, but 1 hope our answer will be 


generous.

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Twenty-five Years Ago 

On this date twenty-five years ago, at 11 
o'clock in the morning, the guns of the first 
World War ceased firing. Armistice had come. 

To all the world the news brought wild, 
hysterical rejoicing. The people laughed and 
cried and danced and sang for very joy. The 
years of death were over, the boys were coming 
home. There was to be no more war. The 
world had been purged of the virus of war. 

Today, as again we celebrate that Armistice 
Day, in reverent tribute to those who died on 
foreign fields of battle in that earlier conflict, 
our thoughts turn first to our fighting men 
who are dying and dealing death in another, 
and greater, war. This second war for freedom 
and for peace, within an average lifetime. 

Yet we know those who died on fields of 
France a quarter century ago, did not die in 
vain. Their sacrifice paved the way, as does 
the blood of heroes always, for the better 
world that shall some day be carved from the 
tragedies of today. 

It was not those who fought in the battles 
of that earlier war who failed. It was we who 
failed, we who survived and so quickly and s0 
easily forgot the lesson that freedom must ever 
be defended, with our lives if need be. 

Now we fight again for freedom against a 
stubborn foe who would, if he could, weld 
chains of slavery upon the world. Now again 
we fight for human decency, for the dignity 
and the rights of the common man. Now again 
we fight against brutality, untruth, greed and 
hatred. 

Let us, even as we honor those long dead, 
resolve that never again shall we betray those 
who make the supreme sacrifice in the fight 
which is our fight, too. Let us resolve that, 
in so far as we are able, there shall come a 
new world, after the fighting is over, in which 
brotherhood, mutual] helpfulness, sympathy 
and the friendship of all men for all men, 
shall supersede the perverted world of slaugh- 
ter, hatred and greed which we have known. 

If all so resolve, the problems of the peace 
are solved in advance.

The Voice of Realism 

Winston Churchill sees for 1944 greater 
losses, greater suffering, but greater victory, 
than in all the years of war that have passed. 

He disagrees with those optimists who fore- 
tell early surrender of Nazi Germany. He 
expects the final victory in 1944, but not until 
after a battle is joined which shall see greater 
sacrifice of life for Britain and the United 
States than all we have so far known. 

It & well for us that the voice of Winston 
Churchill, the leader who holds fullest confi- 
dence of his people because he has always 
represented the voice of realism, should bring 
this warning. The man who called a nation 
to blood and sweat and toil and tears and, 
thereby, won their unswerving faith, calls again 
for sacrifice without stint. 

Germany, Churchill concedes, will have to 
make unconditional surrender. But there is, 
he tells us, a hard and difficult road for us to 
follow before we reach that goal. 

So, basing our views upon the words of the 
man, in all the world, best situated to know the 
truth, we must gird anew our loins, buttress 
morale that sags through hope long-deferred 
and give and work and sacrifice without slack- 
ening, until that hard and final victory is won.

Although they have been granted wage 
increases from 4 to 10 cents an hour, leaders 
of 1,100,000 railroad workers predicted this 
week, before a senate subcommittee, that a rail- 
road strike is inevitable unless they are granted 
the flat 8 cents an hour increase they demand. 

This regardless of the tragic blow to the 
nation and to its hopes of victory such a tie- 
up in national transportation would be at 
this time. 

George M. Harrison, president of the Broth- 
erhood of Railway Clerks, said that inevitably 
the government would take over, and operate, 
the railroads if a strike was called and added, 
“the employes don’t want that to happen.” 

Which sounds like illogical double talk. The 
employes don’t want the government to take 
over the roads, they realize such a step is in- 
evitable if they strike and yet they are going 
to strike! 

Perhaps a modern Lewis Carroll could use 


the situation in a new book of the Alice in 
Wonderland category. Otherwise, there doesn’t 
seem to be any interest or activity where such 
illogic could fit. 


In Common Cause 

The signing, by representatives of 44 
nations, of the relief agreement for postwar 
relief and rehabilitation of war-ravaged popu- 
lations, marks an important step toward world 
co-operation for the general good. 

It is, perhaps, significant that the first 
permanent organization between the nations 
should be one involving international hu- 
manitarianism and help for the distressed. It 
holds promise of that ever-increasing world 
co-operation which must be realized if dreams 
of a world of peace and security are ever to 
become real. 

President Roosevelt, in speaking of the 
agreement, said the emphasis would be on 
relief and that each of the participating 
nations would contribute according to its abil- 
ity. Rehabilitation, he said, will not be carried 
beyond that point where the affected peoples 
can depend upon themselves. He interpreted 
the rehabilitation which must be done as in- 
cluding the supplying of such basic essentials 
as seeds, necessary farm implements and ani- 
mals needed for the start of new dairy herds. 

Forced by desperate necessity, the free na- 
tions of the world have, with practically no 
exception, united as allies for the successful 
prosecution of the war. 

It is by such voluntary co-operation as 
expressed in the new relief agreement that the 
same free nations must ally themselves to- 
gether after the war, if lasting peace is to be 
achieved. Otherwise, it is inevitable that an- 
other holocaust of battle death will sweep the 
world before another generation has come and 


gone.

School Superintendent 

Election of Miss Ira Jarrell as superintend- 
ent of Atlanta public schools presages a con- 
tinuance, for the schools, of that progress 
which was the outstanding feature throughout 
the administration of Dr. Willis A. Sutton, 
retired superintendent. 

Miss Jarrell enters a difficult and heavy 
task with the advantage of full confidence of 
the school board, of all school officials, of the 
teachers and parents of the scholars. Miss 
Jarrell is a native Atlantan, and her training 


has been almost entirely in the local school 


system. 

Dr. Sutton is by no means an easy man to 
follow in office. He will always be remembered 
as one of the greatest educators and adminis- 
trators Atlanta has ever known. But, in Miss 
Jarrell, the board has found a successor who 
is best fittted to carry on the good work. 

The Constitution extends to Miss Jarrell its 
congratulations and a sincere promise of that 
same co-operation in all matters for the good 
of education that has made its name synony- 
mous with school progress for three-quarters of 


a century.

No Reason for Worry 

Statement by the National Industrial Con- 
ference Board that the civilian population of 
the United States dropped 2.4 per cent between 
April, 1940, and March, 1943, is no cause for 
alarm. 

In 
the first place, since this country has been at 
war, some seven or eight millions have been 
taken from the civilian population and placed 
in the armed services. 

Furthermore conditions of war in Europe 
and other parts of the world have drastically 
lowered the rate of immigration, warring coun- 
tries falling far short of reaching their per- 
mitted quotas. 

And, even though the population has tem- 
porarily declined, it is the unfailing rule of 
nature that, in time of war, the birthrate goes 
up. We may expect a steady rise in the birth- 
rate until at least several years after the war 


is through.

General MacArthur has suffered something of the same curse 
by having his boom for the Republican nomination launched by the 
arch-isolationist Chicago Tribune.

The chief of staff is an officer whose 
freedom from politics must be above question. 


WORSE AT THIS TIME Senator Johnson’s indiscretion is all 


the worse because it comes on the 
eve of General Marshall’s anticipated transfer to London as gen- 
eralissimo of British-American forces. Any move to jeopardize his 
nonpolitical standing is deserving of general condemnation. 

Heretofore the chief of staff has been able to hold himself aloof 
from service rivalries and political maneuvers. The fact that no 
one is able to say for sure that what his political affiliations are, 
if any, is evidence enough on the score. 

The further fact that he is acceptable to the British as a com- 
mander of their forces is also proof that he is above the suspicions 
and jealousies that too often afflict allies in war. 
Marshall’s advantage that he continue to hold this position. 

But it would be an intolerable situation for a campaign to be 
oO seus in his behalf against Mr. Roosevelt, his commander-in- 
chief, 

It will be time enough to consider General Marshall’s avail- 
ability for the presidency some months hence when the European 
Situation is more clarified. No doubt he has the qualifications for 
making a strong White House executive. Democrats and Repub- 
licans alike who have had occasion to come in intimate contact 
with him in the proseeution of the war have uniformly pronounced 
him to be a soldier-statesman of the first order. He is genuinely 
respected on both sides of the Atlantic. 


WAR MAY BE OVER The war may be over before the date 


of the next Democratic national con- 
vention, and if it is there is no assurance that President Roosevelt 
will seek a fourth term.

The physical body of man is a 
strange and mysterious thing.

Referring 
again to that 

meeting of Alcoholics Anonymous, 
which I attended last week, one 
of the most interesting portions of 
any speaker’s remarks, on that oc- 
casion, was one who mentioned, 
in simple, layman’s language, one 
of the medical theories of condi- 
tions which cause acute alcohol- 
ism. 

I can’t go into the details, but 
briefly it had something to do 
with the connection between the 
spinal column and the brain. As 
I understood it there is an open- 
ing, or screen, through which’ the 
fumes of alcohol enter the brain, 
and it is theorized this opening is 
abnormally large in alcoholics, 
thus permitting more fumes to af- 
fect their brains. 

There is, I believe, another the- 
ory on this subject which has to 
do with the blood stream. And, 
probably others. The _ scientists 
are, as yet, only guessing and ex- 
perimenting on this subject. And 
it is also true that, even though 
physical conditions may be chiefly 
responsible for many alcoholics, it 
is a mental as well as a physical 
disease. 

However, what I was getting at, 
in this column, is the logical the- 
ory that many habits, or actions, 
which the rigid puritans brand in- 
continently as “sins,” and for 
which they would doom the “sin- 
ner’s” soul to eternal damnation, 
are actually caused by physical 
misfortunes for which the victims 
are little, if any, morally responsi- 
ble. Some tiny little difference 
hidden deep in the machine of the

is dubbed a “woman chaser.” I 
mean the man whose sex life is 
promiscuous and _ irnesponsible. 
The one we hold up to scorn and 
condemnation as a “roue,” old or 
young. 

He is, of course, to some extent 
morally responsible for his fla- 
grant violations of the laws of sex 
hygiene. But it is also true that 
his “sins” are the result of a phys- 
ical abnormality, perhaps exces- 
sive growth of a gland or lack of 
a fragment of brain tissue which 
should be there to provide him 
with self-control.

women. 

What I’m getting at is, who are 
we, who have been fortunate 
enough to escape the critical ab- 
normality in our bodily machines, 
to condemn? 


The Effect 
Of Disease. 


It is well known and universally 
acknowledged there are physical 
diseases which destroy the finest 
moral standards in their victims. 


Diseases of blood stream or nerv- 
ous system that affect the brain 
tissues so that the sufferers lose 
all sense of moral value. 

The most outstanding of such 
diseases is syphilis. Physicians 
have known, for many years, that 
a terribly high proportion of per- 
petrators of serious crimes—mur- 
derers, gunmen, rapists, torturers 
—are infected with syphilis. Often, 
too, these criminals are victims of 
drug addiction which in itself is 
probably the result of syphilis in- 
fection. 

And there we enter into another 
human weakness, drug addiction. 

Who shall say that these pitiful 
victims of one of the most destruc- 
tive of vices are not victims of 
some little physical quirk in their 
nerves or glands and tissues? 

All of which sums up to the 
conclusion that no man, be he 
judge or reformer or preacher or 
physician, can honestly adjudge 
the guilt of another. Only God 
can know all the circumstances 
that result in what we call the 
perpetration of “sin.” 

And, instead of condemning and 
branding the so-called “sinner,”

Even knowing the background 
and character of Thomas Vincent 
De Lorenzo, the masquerader who 
had wrought such havoc in the 
Brewster aviation works, Mr. 
Kaiser, Nevertheless, was able to 
sit down with this man, under- 
stand him and find in him a hid- 
den spark of conscience which’ 
might have been exploited for 
great good had not a subcommit- 
tee of congress at that inoppor- 
tune moment suddenly exposed 
De Lorenzo as a spectacular im- 
poster. 

We have so very few men of Mr. 
Kaiser’s kind and size that we 
should, for our own good, know 
and make full use of those few— 
among whom I would name Wil- 
liam F. Carey, commissioner of 
sanitation in the LaGuardia ad- 
ministration in New York. Since 
about 1929, when he stepped in 
from nowhere to run the Sharkey- 
Stribling prizefight for the Madi- 
son Square Garden Corporation 
in Miami Beach after the sudden 
death of Tex Rickard, many men 
have known Bill Carey. some of 
them members of Rickard’s 600 
millionaires and some just mem- 
bers of the Garden mob, fighters, 
handlers, ticket men, the crews 
who rig and tear down the ring 
and the bike-race track and sports 
reporters. They know him as a 
rugged, generous, honest rough- 
neck from Hoosick Falls, N. Y., a 
miner and large-scale construc- 
tion man, who, quietly and out of 
human kindness, installed many 
little benefits and conveniences 
for the Garden mob before he 
made a move that had us puzzled 
at first, into the city administra- 
tion of an abusive and tricky lit- 
tle radical,” Fiorello LaGuardia, 
who can get along with nobody 
but Bill Carey except on his own 
terms—which are unconditional 
surrender of pride and all inde- 
pendent opinion. 


They Were The department of 


sanitation former- 
Forlorn ly was known as 

the street clean- 
ing department and while it would 
be a careless, though inviting 
mistake to say that its work is 
the lowest in the scale, it cer- 
tainly is the least dignified and its 
members were, until Bill Carey 
came along, the most forlorn. 
There were about 12,000 of them, 
of whom about 30 per cent were 
born in Italy and 30 per cent born 
here of Italian immigrant stock. 
There are about 700 Negroes. 
Their pay ranges from $1,500 to 
$2,100 a year and some of the 
families have 12 children and the 
average household is, as Bill says, 
about four and one-half people. 

A few years ago, Bill bought, 
through the honor, welfare and 
relief fund of his department, the 
old Otto Kahn estate at Hunting- 
ton, L. I, a fabulous palace, as a 
summer vacation resort for his 
12,000 friends in the department. 
Being lawed out of that fastidious 
community by a zoning ordance, 
Bill remarked that some people 
think they hold an option on God’s 
fresh air. He then turned to the 
Adirondacks and bought 1,200 
acres on which he planted a lot 
of old, abandoned elevated cars, 
remodeled into cabins for family 
units. He dumped 15,000 trout 
into the lakes and called the place 
Sanita. 

At the moment, Bill !s under 
fire on a technical charge that he 
violated the city charter in some 
way in finishing up uncompleted 
odds and ends of work when the 


WPA was scrapped and the labor, 


was pulled off the job in the 
mountains. Possible he did, but 
there was a lot of building ma- 
terial loose on the ground and 
many  half-done’ construction 
works would have gone back into 
the wilderness if let alone. But 
of course, even though this were 
irregular, nothing will be done 
about it. 


Bill Carey is a 
Carey Is wealthy man whose 
salary of $10,000 a 
Wealthy year, minus deduc- 
tions, was anticipated for more 
than 10 years on one _ i %/loan, 
that he made without  securi- 
ty, to the people who for- 
merly were known as White 
Wings: and since the war he has 
picked up many bonds owned by 
sanitation men who joined up and 
whose families had to convert 
everything they could to cash. He 
improved the machinery’ and 
working methods and conditions 
of his department but, above all, 
moved in among a class of work- 
ers who never had had any dig- 
nity and recognized and treated 
them as human beings. He is still 
not merely admitted, but beloved 
of his friends uptown; but his 
interest is the cleaners and their 
families and he will wear you 
down telling you about them. 
So we have Kaiser and Carey, 
pretty much alike. That makes 
two at least in a world of men, 
angry, contentious. stiff-necked 
and afraid.

SOLDIER’S LETTER That soldiers think and feel is some- 


thing 2 great many persons choose to 
forget or ignore. That is unfortunate for a number of reasons. 
In the first place, it tends to give those persons a false idea of 
war and why it is being fought. The war becomes to them a 
succession of newsreels or maybe a succession 
of sleek and paint-slick colored ads in the 

magazines, : 

The soldier gets a very inadequate and often 
an infuriating picture of his war. This ts espe- 
cially true of the men in foreign service, 
Their newspapers, when they get them from 
home, are old. Their letters usually are well- 
meant but almost always poorly thought-out in 
their. discussion of the war. The father or 
mother, just to have something to say, may 
write a line like, “I am glad the war is going 
so well.” It may arrive on the day their son 
has been through hell with a lot of his friends 
killed and wounded. His immediate reaction is 
that the poor, doddering folks at home don’t 
know what it is all about. I supp@se careless 
and thoughtless letters have ca as much 
irritation as pleasure. 


The other evening a gentleman, about whose son I have asked 
a lot of questions, showed me a letter from this son of his who has 
been in the entire African and Italian campaigns. I asked per- 
mission to usé a paragraph of it. It read: 

“I have been greatly interested during the last few months by 
public opinion at home cancerning the war news as reflected in 
the papers and periodicals that come my way. It’s funny to me 
the way everybody at home seems to consider the war won and 
sewed up, the remaining questions consisting only of what title 
to file it under in the history drawer and how to impose the peace, 
while to me it looks as though, having won through the prelimi- 
naries, we are now ready to go on to the main fight, which ought 
to be a beaut. Not that I think we won’t win it, but it will be 
enough of a contest to keep me from talking about ‘now that the 
war is won’ until we've fought it out. From looking at newspapers 
the surrender of Italy was taken to mean that we could walk un- 
opposed through the whole country right up to the Alps, when 
actually everyone has known for years that she had been almost 
completely occupied by Germany. Boy, I’m glad the Army chiefs 
didn’t get hopped-up on a lot of those ideas; if they had a lot of 
the boys wouldn't be around anymore. That's the whole point 
I’m talking about; I don’t like to see the people decide we've won 
because we're leading at the half. They might decide the second 
team can finish it out.” 

That, of course, is very intelligent comment. One may be sure 
that his associates think that way, too. There are many of them 
in the Army and they all are thinking and storing up impressions. 

There are thousands of others, without much education and 
without any background of reading, who just feel. And what they 
feel is a sort of inexplicable irritation. 


THERE ARE THOSE— If this essay has a central thought it 


is that soldiers are thinking and feel- 

ing, and secondly it is this—there are those who know it even 
though most persons still think of soldiers as heroic figures charg- 
ing across the page of a slick magazine ad. 

Apparently, almost no one in labor organizations knows that 
— are thinking and feeling. But some of the enemies of labor 

now it. 

Apparently, not too many persons in congress know it. But 
the demagogues in congress know it. And a few politicians know it. 

Apparently, not many of our state politicians know it. I don't 
mean just Georgia, because as a matter of fact I think Ellis Arnall 
does know it. I mean generally. 

Apparently, not too many newspapers are aware of it. 

Apparently, a great many papas and mamas aren’t aware of it. 

Some of it scares me. I have heard the heads of large corpo- 
rations say, “Just wait until the soldiers get back. They will take 
care of this business of strikes.” I think they will do so and maybe 
violently. What scares me is they are not merely willing for some 
sort of “revenge” action but are eager for it to come. The labor 
leaders are even worse, because if there ever has been a bad job of 
public relations it is labor, with a great production record, and the 
soldiers. 

He thinks that all of labor has been indulging in an orgy of 
strikes, which strikes the soldier translates as having helped kill 
some of his fellow soldiers. 


DISTURBED I will be much disturbed if the soldiers come back 

thinking that newspapers have been smug and 
over-optimistic. I know some newspapers have done a bad job. 
Some few have deliberately twisted war news for political purposes, 
Others have overdone the optimism of it. 

The ‘soldier won’t understand, simply because he has had no 
opportunity to know, that the War Department and the Navy De 
partment issue the communiques, not the newspapers. 

Still, I would be much disturbed if I believed the soldiers were 
coming back thinking newspapers had done a bad job of editorial 
comment—if their analyses were too wrapped in Old Glory and if 
there had been too many newspapers which had led “God Bless 
America” every day and hadn’t done much else. 

I think the real politicians of our country ought to try and get 
their records straight. If I were a soldier I would be steamed up 
against congress, which would mean I’d be willing to vote for 
some radical changes in our government. 

Labor has, in the main, done a good job. The men have worked 
well. But their leaders have let them down in interpreting that 
effort to the soldiers, 

The war profits have got over to the soldiers. They arefi't sold 
on the idea that taxes are preventing huge profits in the war plants. 

The soldiers are going to run this country when they come 
home. That suits me. I just wonder, though, what they are going 
to come home thinking and to whom they will listen. There is 
time. But not many persons seem to realize the soldiers are 
thinking and feeling. 


Justice Is No Respecter of Per-

In a certain remarkable book, which was transformed into a 
stage play and a movie equally remarkable, there was one minor 
episode which was a volume in itself. 

A crippled Negro chore boy on a California ranch innocently 
aroused the venomous temper of a young white woman_—a wanton, 
vicious creature without virtue or conscience—and she said to him: 
“You know I could have you lynched, don’t you?” 

He did know it. Though everybody knew her for what she 
was, her unsupported word could have doomed him to sudden and 
violent death without a hearing. 

Years ago a minister established an orphanage in the midwest 
and provided a home for many infant boys and girls. The home 
and school had no support except voluntary contributions, though 
the minister earned some money as a traveling evangelist. Many 
such men have established such private institutions, and they have 
done great good. But no matter how saintly they may be, they are 
at the mercy of vicious gossip. 

This minister unwittingly offended a religious crank who threat- 
ened to “get” him. It was easily done. One of the girls in the 
home complained that he had “made advances” and “handled her” 
as no true father would. 

The minister asked for an investigation and was declared inno 
cent, but his life was ruined. He cvuld not face the children again, 
for many were growing into their teens, and he feared the dis- 
trust in their eyes and the whispering behind his back. He could 
no longer find engagements as an evangelist, for the story spread 
everywhere, as such stories do, and angels declaring his innocence 
could not have removed all suspicion from evil and uncharitable 
minds, 

What is the explanation? In a land. where all are legally inno 
cent until proved guilty, why is guilt taken for granted when any 
man is accused of a sex offense? Is it chivalry, or something atavis- 
tic? Is it because everybody knows his own weaknesses and his 
evil capacities? 

Whatever it may be, it isn’t justice. Women have gained equality 
with men. They are people, too. It is neither just nor sensible 


to have one law for them and another for men.

We are not yet quite certain of 
Russia, despite our sincere hom- 
age for its courageous defense of 
the homeland. But there can be 
no question as to the unity of 
America and England in defense 
of the peace we hope, and expect,

The Marines, employing tanks, 


decisively defeated the Japanese 
Tuesday, four miles north of the 
original Marine position on Cape 
Torokina, General MacArthur's 


headquarters reported today. 
From the South Pacific head- 


quarters of Admiral Halsey came 
reports that a large force of Army 
troops landed at Empress Augusta 
bay Monday without loss of a 
man. Subsequently, approximate- 
ly 60 Japanese divebombers and 
fighters swept in for a raid, dam- 
aging one ship. 

Allied planes intercepted, shoot- 
ing down at least 13 divebombers 
and 1? fighters against loss of 
eight of their own. After dark 
Monday, Japanese planes attacked 
again, hitting a combat task force 
screening transports. The _ task 
force’s antiaircraft accounted for 
several Jap planes, Admiral Hal- 
sey’s headquarters said. 

General MacArthur said the Ma- 
rines killed 150 Japanese in the 
Tuesday clash. 

Since the Marines first invaded 
Bougainville, last big enemy Solo- 
mons base barring the eastern ap- 
proaches to Rabaul, they have 
killed an estimated 300 Japanese 
including some on the south end 
of the beachhead. 

The positions of the barge- 
landed Japanese at the mouth of 
the Laruma river, four miles 
north of the Marine position on 
Cape Torokina, were blasted by 
Mitchell medium bombers and 
fighters and a number of barges 
were destroyed. 

Four other bombers and three 
i fighters probably were bag- 
ged. 

Enemy planes also made a light 
raid at night on Cape Torokina. 

The Bougainville action was on 
the west central coast of that is- 
land which the Marines invaded 
November 1. 


Japs Liken Victory 
To Pearl Harbor 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10.—(/)—A 
Japanese domestic broadcast re- 
corded by U. S. government moni- 
tors declared tonight that 96 Al- 
lied vessels had been sunk or dam- 
aged and “more than 268 planes 
shot down” in the Pacific in the 
last 10 days. 

This report, unconfirmed in Al- 
lied quarters, was one of a series 
transmitted from Tokyo which the 
Office of War Information said 
had been exposed as “one of the 
most amazing Japanese propa- 
ganda displays of the war.” 

Japanese losses were given in 
the broadcast as “one destroyer 
sunk, one cruiser slightly damaged 
and 56 planes that have either de- 
stroyed themselves or have not re- 
turned.” 

The broadcast exhorted the 
Japanese people to greatly in- 
crease plane* production “in order 
to repay the men and officers at 
the fighting fronts for achieving 
great war results.” Another broad- 
cast said that Premier Hideki Tojo 
and Tadahiko Okada, speaker of 
the Japanese house of representa- 
tives, had cabled congratulations 
to Admiral Mineichi Koga, com- 
mander in chief of the Japanese 
fleet.

The U. S. Pacific fleet com- 
mander said America now pos- 
sesses “the means with which to 
make the offensive blast the Japs 
out of their island strongholds.” 

“We propose to do this in the 
most direct manner,” he declared,
